Schools want control 
of maintenance

fter years of frustration 
over the condition of its 
“&schools. the School Com- 


mittee directed the superinten- 
dent Tuesday to develop a plan 
that will allow the school system 
to maintain its own buildings. 
Such a change would require 
a major shake-up of the town’s 
maintenance department 
because 75 percent of Andover’s 
buildings are school buildings. 
“We've talked for a long time 
as a group,” said Dick Muller, 
committee member. “It’s time to 
either do something or zip it up.” 
The committee is particularly 
upset with what it considers a 
poor cost-accounting mechanism 
used by the maintenance depart- 
ment. Since the implementation 
of the 1993 Education Reform

Act, the state has required more 
vigorous accounting because it 
has set minimum levels for what 
must be spent on each pupil. 

“IT know the ante has been 
jacked up so high we cannot 
avoid staring this demon 
(accountability) in the face,” said 
Susan Dalton, committee chair- 
woman. 

Although the maintenance 
department has made some 
changes in the last year and a 
half, committee members do not 
appear to think enough has been

Den Rock plans

After enduring round after round of pro- 


posals over the past decade for an 71-acre 
property near Den Rock Park, neighbors 
have joined together with the hope of having 
something besides homes, golf courses or 
factories built at the site. 

“We're definitely interested in having the 
property used for conservation land,” Bren- 
dan Dugan, of 12 Stirling St. and spokesman 
for the fledgling Andover Residents for Con- 
servation group, said Tuesday. “It is certain- 
ly the first choice of people who live around 
here. Any development would add to an 
already overburdened infrastructure.”

straddles the Andover/Lawrence line, 
with about 55 acres in Andover and 16 


acres in Lawrence. About one-third of 


the land is currently zoned for residen- 
tial use. The remainder, including a 
portion bordering Den Rock Park in 
Lawrence, is zoned for industrial use. 
And industrial development may not 
be far away. 

Engineers for the developer submit- 
ted a preliminary plan for a 3-lot indus- 
trial subdivision to town planners last 
Tuesday, May 23. The plan includes an 
industrial roadway running from the 
end of Stirling Street to the develop- 
ment site. 

That preliminary plan will be 
reviewed at the next meeting of the 
Planning Board, scheduled for June 13. 


Budget addresses Title V problems 


that would require DEP to create a 
centralized inventory to identify 
communities with the greatest finan- 
cial need to improve septic and sew- 
er systems. The amendment was con- 
tained in the budget approved by the 
Senate and now must go before a 
House and Senate Conference Com- 
mittee 
be included in the final budget sent 
to Governor Weld for his signature. 


The budget approved by the state 
Senate for FY96 includes language 
that would direct the Department of 
Environmental Protection to identify 
the sewer needs of municipalities 
throughout the state.

“Tt would change the character of 
the neighborhood,” said Mr. Dugan. 

He described Stirling Street as fairly 
narrow and inadequate as an access for 
industrial traffic, He and other residents 
would like the town to purchase the site 
as conservation land and preserve it for 
managed public recreational use. 

“The town acquiring that property 
is not easy,” said Buzz Stapczynski, 
town manager. 

The property currently has federal 


to determine whether it will 
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liens against it for back taxes, for 


which the town could be responsible if 


it were taken by eminent domain, he 
said. There may also be a problem with 
possible hazardous waste on the site. 

The property also has more than 
$200,000 outstanding in town property 
taxes. 

Earlier this year, a 40-lot subdivi- 
sion of single family homes was 
planned for the site. But a proposal 
needed to change the zoning from 
industrial to residential was defeated 
at April Town Meeting. Neighbors and 
members of the Andover Trails Com- 
mittee then argued against residential 
development on the site. 

The Trails Committee’s plans to 
extend a greenway along the Shaw- 
sheen River — which crosses the site — 
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would be impacted by the proposed 
industrial planning as well. 

“We're very much interested in 
that,” said Al French, a member of the 
Trails Committee and active in the 
Shawsheen River Greenway Project. 
“Tt relates to the overall greenway con- 
cept and it relates to Den Rock Park.” 

Of importance to both groups is that 
town officials hear their concerns. The 
Andover Residents for Conservation 
sent a petition to selectmen on May 10, 
but have not received a response. They 
plan to attend the next Board of Select- 
men meeting, scheduled for 7:30 p.m. 
Monday, June 5, at town offices. 

“We want to make sure we get our 
voice heard,” said Mr. Dugan. “From 
our prospective, we're interested in 
what the town (officials’) reaction is.”

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ConsCom near approval on Eisai plans

jreat faith can move granite 
mountains, it is said. But this month 
Andover’s Conservation Commis- 
sion made property owners move 
mountains of sand and a carefully 
constructed stone wall because they 
were too close to wetlands. 

But the ConsCom’s main business 
at its May 16 meeting was to wrap up 
petitions related to Eisai Merrimack 
Valley’s proposed plant on Federal 
Street, on the east side of Route 93. 

The ConsCom agreed to issue its 
order of conditions at its June 6 meet- 
ing, the last step for the ConsCom in 
allowing Kisai to construct a $34 mil- 
lion pharmaceutical production 
plant at 100 Federal St., in the Wood- 
land Park industrial site. It seems the 
timing is crucial. Harlan Doliner, 
attorney representing Eisai, said his 
client has a purchase and sale agree- 
ment that runs out June 1. 

When Kisai came before the Con- 
sCom several months ago to discuss 
the proposed plant, the commission 
agreed the company would wend its 
way through the wetlands-permit 
maze utilizing the same process as all 
the Woodland Park parcels devel- 
oped to date. Several commission 
members questioned whether Eisai 
should follow 1978 rules and under- 
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standings, which gave 30 acres of 
wetlands to town when the industrial 
park was laid out, or current guide- 
lines. Requiring Hisai to file new 
paperwork would greatly delay the 
permitting process. 

After 45 minutes of discussion, the 
board agreed to require Eisai to com- 
ply with the old regulations. Bob 
Pustell, the chairman of the commis- 
sion, said he was comfortable the 
1978 laws sufficiently protect the two 
ponds and wet areas on the site. 
Moving mountain and wall 

Douglas DeMoulas, of Partridge 
Hill Road, who wants to build a 
swimming pool near wetlands, 
learned he had not yet filed required 
paperwork showing his house: was 
actually built where it was supposed 
to be built and that it had the proper 
setbacks. Mr. DeMoulas must 
remove a large amount of sand he 
has dumped and must replant an 
embankment leading to the wetlands. 

At its May 2 meeting, the Con- 
sCom told a Pauline Drive resident, 
looking to build an addition, to move 
part of a stone wall he had built on 
town property. 

Eight residents of Stoneybrook 
Circle, lot numbers 26-29 and 42-44 
and 46, a cul-de-sac off River Street, 
could have trouble getting clear title 


to their homes if and when they try to 
sell them. Conservation easements on 
the lots, part of the Quailcrest subdi- 
vision, protect steep slopes to a 
ravine and stream. But the easements 
have not been conveyed legally to the 
town by either the developer or the 
present owners. One lot owner wrote 
to the commission trying to straight- 
en out the problem, but Mr. Pustell 
said the owner was denied a certifi- 
cate of compliance in June 1993 
because the land had not been proper- 
ly conveyed. The board is now push- 
ing to have that situation remedied. 

In other business, the ConsCom:

- Issued a nine-page order of condi- 
tions to allow building near wetlands 
in the Sterling Oakes subdivision, off 
Rocky Hill Road, About a dozen resi- 
dents interested in offering com- 
ments on the disputed subdivision 
were denied an opportunity to do so 
by Mr, Pustell, who said he had heard 
their concerns before and that it was 
too late to continue discussion. The 
land was extensively altered prior to 
1978 by dredging a stream, draining a 
pond and filling bordering wetlands;

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Governor to decide train-whistle fate

The fate of train whistles in Andover 
now lies in the hands -or ears ~ of Gov 
William Weld 

Senator John O'Brien, D-Andover, said 
Friday, May 26, that the budget approved by 


the Senate for FY96 included an amendment 
that would silence train whistles in 
Andover. Already adopted as an amend- 
ment in the House’ FY96 budget, the bill 
would prohibit any train from sounding 
whistles at any grade crossing in Andover. 
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“This is just the first step,” stated Sen. 
O'Brien. “Now we must convince Governor 
Weld that this is a worthwhile measure and 
that it deserves his support.” Final approval 
must come from the governor, he said. 

Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, said 


Tuesday that the Department of Public Util- 
| 


ities will probably offer the governor a neg- 


ative opinion on the proposal. “The gover- 
nor will have to decide how much weight to 
put on that decision,” he said. 

Andover residents have been seeking 
relief from the whistles for more than three 
years, when a change in railroad policy 
resulted in train whistles being blown in 
town.

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Resident still waits for warrant ruling from AG’s office 


Attorney general's office 
won’t respond fo local 
legislators.

It took the state attorney gen- 
eral’s office nearly two months 
just to tell local legislators, 
“We're not going to answer your 
question.” 

In April, Sen. John D. O’Brien, 
D-Andover, and Rep. Gary Coon, 
R-Andover, asked the attorney 
general to rule on a town meet- 
ing warrant issue brought to 
them by Dennis Teves, of 8 
Mohawk Road. The issue is in 
regard to how long town war- 
rants should remain open. 

Sen. O’Brien finally got a 
response this week, but no 
answer to Mr. Teves’ question. 
Instead, the AG’s office informed 
him it will only respond to a 
request from a legislative com- 
mittee, 

“My office (Tuesday) spoke 
with (a man) in the attorney gen- 
eral’s office. He informed us that 
they do not do written requests 
from single legislators,” said 
Sen. O’Brien. “We have to look at 


under our own rules — what 
kind of committees get those 
opinions.” 

Although Sen. O’Brien is the 
chairman of the Senate Energy 
Committee, he indicated that he 
may be more likely to get a 
response from the attorney gen- 
eral if the Local Affairs Commit- 
tee handles the issue. Sen. 
O’Brien is a member of the Local 
Affairs Committee, but needs to 
convince his chairperson to pre- 
sent this issue. 

Sen. O’Brien said it may have 
taken the attorney general so 
long to respond because “it is the 


crunch time of the year for all of 


these issues.” 

Mr. Teves seemed to believe 
he is being given the run-around 
by the AG’s office. 

“T just don’t understand the 
attorney general’s refusal to 
(rule on) something that I think 
is a civil rights violation. I really 
don’t know what to make of all 
this,” said Mr. Teves. “He’s sup- 
posed to be the state law enforce- 
ment.” 

Mr. Teves is charging that 
Andover’s town government is 
breaking state law by closing its

warrant so far in advance of town meeting. 
He’s upset because a warrant article signed 
by 13 other registered voters was not placed 
on the warrant after he presented it on Feb. 
9, one month after selectmen closed the war- 
rant and two months before April Town 
Meeting. 


The town believes it is not in violation of 
state law because its warrant bylaw was 
approved by the state attorney general back 
in 1973. 

“If it was just a simple thing, I would say 
forget it. But they denied citizens the right to 
petition the government,” said Mr. Teves.

KEEPING YOUR DEBT LEVEL UNDER CONTROL 

According to a guideline that was once widely applied by 
financial planners, a person's debt level was acceptable as long as 
monthly payments on credit cards and charge accounts did not 
exceed 20% of take-home pay. The trouble with this rule now is 
that credit card companies are requiring cardholders to pay ever 
smaller minimum monthly payments, which can go as low as two 
percent. This means that cardholders may be able to meet their 
monthly card payments and still be shouldering a high level of 
debt. Thus, financial planners are becoming increasingly less likely 
to use a formula to gauge acceptable levels of debt. With interest 
rates typically running as high as 17 percent on credit-card debt, it 
pays to assume as little debt as possible. Credit card debt can also 
be insidious; by only making the minimum or near-minimum 
payment each month, one's credit card balance can be reduced 
only very little. Better to adopt an aggressive stance, where you 
pay off the whole balance within a finite number of months

“T was horrified because | 
thought I would kill someone,” 
he said.

them at a stop light,” he said. “I’ve never

School Committee’s three-minute limit criticized

Calling the School Committee’s 
three-minute time limit on unplanned 
citizen input an indication of “unbri- 
dled arrogance,” Jim Krasnoo, 
Andover High school-council member, 
verbally attacked the committee and 
its new policy Tuesday night. 

Three committee members stuck by 
the time-limit decision as a way to 
assure they can get to all the items on 
their meeting agendas. 

The committee implemented the 
three-minutes-per-person-per-issue 


rule after citizens appeared at recent 
meetings and discussed for hours the 
forced resignation of Sam Campbell, 
popular West Middle School principal. 
These discussions forced other items 
off the committee’s agenda. 

“It is undemocratic to (limit speech). 
It is a slight slide, but almost an 
inevitable slide, into dictatorship,” 
said Mr. Krasnoo. 

Mr. Krasnoo noted the committee 
often takes a meandering path on its 
way toward a decision. 

“IT say to you, if you're going to turn 


an egg timer on the public,” then you 
should also consider turning it on 
yourself, said Mr. Krasnoo, “and see 
whether or not you cook your own eggs 
within three minutes,” 

“T hope it never gets turned on 
again,” said Tina Girdwood, committee 
member. 

With David Birnbach absent from 
the meeting, Ms. Girdwood appeared to 
be the only committee member strong- 
ly opposed to the time limit. 

“I think to use such hard terms as 
dictatorship would indicate that we 


don’t want to have discussion on 
(important) issues, which is not true,” 
said Dick Muller, committee member. 
“The intent is not to not have discus- 
sion, the intent is to be somewhat pro- 
ductive.” 

“The use of some of those tough 
terms is a bit much,” agreed Lloyd 
Willey, member. 

Susan Dalton said if she truly want- 
ed to be a dictator she would have elim- 
inated citizen input completely. 
Instead, she just tried to keep it to a 
manageable level, she said.

A certified engineer, Mr 
retired trom his job at AT&T in North 
Andover 12 years ago, where he had 
played soccer for an in-house league 
until he was 55. He’s worked part time 
the last 17 years as a tour operator for a 
business he runs with a partner, but

seems most pleased with his title of 


“amateur home winemaker.” 

Originally from Boston, Mr, Marotta 
learned to make wine years ago in East 
Boston. 

“Both my grandfathers made wine.” 

Both grandfathers were from Italy 
and his mother’s father made wine and 
sold it door-to-door before coming to 
this country. 

“They had their own vineyard.” 

After serving in the Navy in World 
War II, Mr. Marotta took a job in East 
Boston where he met Dominic Bavar- 
ro, (grandfather of two National Foot- 
ball League players including David 
Bavarro, who played for the New Eng- 
land Patriots last year), and he used to 
help Mr. Bavarro lug grapes into his 
cellar for winemaking 

“That's where I learned to make wine 

his way - the old fashioned way.” 


Pressing the grape 

The process of winemaking starts in 
September with the harvesting of the 
grapes in California. 

Mr. Marotta no longer presses the 
grapes himself, though he still has an 
old grape crusher, vat and presser. 
Instead, he buys fresh California wine- 
grape juice, which is pressed and 
rough filtered at the vineyards. 

The grapes are crushed in Califor- 
nia the day after they are picked, and 
the juice is packed and shipped the 
next day. It arrives by truck two or 
three days later at New England Fruit

and P ae Center in Chelsea, (which 
happens to be owned by another 
A aaaverite Anthony Silvestro of 21 
Mohawk Road). Mr. Marotta gets a call 
from Mr. Silvestro after the juice 
leaves California and usually collects 
his juice the day it arrives. 

“So you have a nice product to begin 
with.” 

Some of the old timers still insist on 
crushing and pressing their own 
grapes, and for them, the produce cen- 
ter also has truckloads of fresh Califor- 
nia grapes. But Mr. Marotta doesn’t see 
the need for the extra work. 

“This is the latest in wine making. 
It’s a lot better than picking and crush- 
ing the grapes, which | did for years,” 
Mr. Marotta says. 

Mr. Marotta usually buys half a 
dozen six-gallon buckets each of a cou- 
ple types of wine-grape juice — Pinot 
Chardonnay, French Columbard, Bur- 
gundy or a number of others. Once 
back at home, he allows 12 to 24 hours 
for the wine to come up to room tem- 
perature because it is shipped cold. He 
places a wooden block under each 
bucket to get it off the floor to maintain 
a uniform temperature. He then drills 
a hole in the top of each bucket and 
adds a special packet of dry wine-mak- 
ers’ yeast. The hole is plugged with a 
“bubbler,” which vents the CO2 pro- 
duced in the fermenting process with- 
out allowing air in, Exposure to oxygen 
interferes with the process and ruins 
the wine, 


The wine then sits for a minimum of 


six months, although Mr. Marotta will 
start “testing” the brew after about 
four months. 

The wine then needs to be filtered to 
give it clarity and stability. 


Filtering 

Mr. Marotta’s filtration system con- 
sists of a small pump and two filters. 

“The first one is a pre-filter to 
remove the courser particles.” 

The second is a very fine filter to 
take out micro-organisms ~— bacteria 
and yeast — that are part of the fermen- 
tation process. Removing the biological 
matter stabilizes the wine so it will not 
change once it is bottled, giving it a 
greater shelf life and increased clarity. 

“This produces wine that is the 
same stability that you would find in a 
package store.” 

Wine that is not filtered for the bac 
teria should be consumed within a 
year, since the complex organic reac- 
tions will continue and will change the 
wine, Byproducts of the fermentation 
process, called lees, will also continue 
to settle in the unfiltered wine after it 
is bottled, 

“Because I have the filtration sys- 
tem, I can store the wine longer.” 

He has a 1986 Cabernet Sauvignon, 
and others nearly that old. 

“That's aging. Usually a wine like 
Cabernet benefits from four to six 
year's of aging,” and can be aged longer, 
he says. 

The wine is pumped from the original 
buckets through the filters and into a 54 
liter demijohn, or glass flask. A mixture

of sodium metabisulfite and either fil- 
tered or tap water is used to sterilize all 
the hoses, bottles and other equipment 
used in the distilling process, 

“Tt can be mixed with tap water. It’s 


just that much less debris in the tap 


water that has to be filtered out later.” 

The minute amounts of sodium 
metabisulfite that get into the wine 
also serve as a preservative, 

Mr. Marotta’s filtration system is 
made by Millipore Corp. in Bedford, 
and cost about $1,000 several years ago. 
But a filtration system, and certainly 
such an elaborate one, is not essential 
for home wine making. 

A wine maker can use a process 
called racking, which will clarify but 
not stabilize the wine. Racking simply 
involves separating the wine from the 
lees. This is done by siphoning the 
wine into a second flask, leaving the 
lees behind. This process should be 
done every month or so with unfiltered 
Wine, and can even be done just prior 
to serving. Surplus wine, from one or 
two gallons held out of the same batch, 
should be used to top off the flask so no 
air is left in the bottle. 

The bottom line on filtering is, the 
greater amount of filtering, the greater 
the clarity and stability of the finished 
product. 

Bottling 

The wine can be bottled at any time 
after the six months and it has been 
either filtered or racked. 

Mr. Marotta has a corking machine 
and the bottling is again a very simple 
process. He starts a siphon, (by sucking 
wine through a hose, which he says is 
his favorite part of the job), then fills as 
many bottles as he needs, corking each 
one and adding a label. Again, after 
wine has been siphoned from the larg- 
er bottles, it is best to top off the flask 
with surplus wine to remove air. 

Temperature, humidity and sun- 
light all affect the quality of the wine. 

Mr. Marotta and his wife, Blanche, 
moved to town in 1960. In 1968 they put 


an addition on the house so they could 
have a family room upstairs and he 
could have his wine cellar downstairs. 
He maintains the temperature in the 
cellar between 50 and 70 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and there is little sunlight 
and moderate humidity. 

Mr. Marotta’s finished product is 
11.5 to 13 or 14 percent alcohol by vol- 
ume, roughly the same as the 12.5 per- 
cent of commercial wine. Mr. Marotta 
uses only the natural fructose that is in 
the grapes, and does not add sugar ,to 
increase alcohol content. 

Tax free 

As stated at the beginning, 
Marotta is not a bootlegger. 

Tax-free production of homemade 
wine is monitored by the U.S. Treasury 
Department, but home winemakers 
who produce less than 200 gallons of 
the grape a year are not required to 
report it. 

“It’s tax free so it’s not to be sold,” 
Mr. Marotta says. 

In 1993, Mr, Marotta produced a 
video, Successful Home Winemaking 
with fresh California Grape Juice, 
describing his winemaking process, 
The 30-minute video is available from 
New England Fruit and Produce Cen- 
ter, at Giulio’s market in Boston’s 
North End, or from Mr. Marotta him 
self. The video comes with a pamphlet 
that goes into more detail on some pro- 
cesses, such as racking. 

Mr. Marotta will also speak to 
groups about wine making, where he 
will show his video, then answer ques- 
tions while people sample his wine. 
Good drinking wine 

Despite Mr. Marotta’s obvious expe- 
rience with the grape, he doesn’t get 
wrapped up in the fancy terminology 
expected at wine tastings. He doesn’t go 
for what individual fruits or woody tex- 
tures are in the juice, or whether they 
are full-bodied, subtle or light on the 
palate,

He has said he wants to 
have a new principal selected by early 
June. 

Mr. Neal recently seems to have 
offered an olive branch to some groups 
by hearing what they had to say. We 
hope his actions will show he listened 
that the efforts made by parents, stu- 
dents, West Middle School Council mem- 
bers and others will not have been in 
vain. 


Lose the timer 


School Committee members should 
throw out the timer limiting citizens’ 
comments to three minutes at their 
meetings. They should quit stonewalling 
parents, students and others and open 
up the process. Regardless of whether 
they had anything to do with the Sam 
Campbell fiasco at West Middle School, 
members should be taking the lead in 
helping students, parents and others 
find answers, rather than battening 
down the hatches.

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What to say to someone with cancer

What can a person who's fighting 
cancer say to those who haven't 
experienced it? A lot. 

If you'll stick with me, I think I 
can help take f§ 
away some of the 
mystique of fight- 
ing cancer, give 
people some lines fig 
to say to those — 
who are dealing } 
with the disease, 
and maybe we'll 
all benefit. In the 
meantime, if you 
are someone who 
has not experienced cancer and you 
have something to say those who 
have, speak up. I will listen and I am 
sure there are scores of us who will. 

I am fighting breast cancer. | like 
to think I no longer have it. I’m hav- 
ing chemotherapy in case any stray 
cells escaped surgery and are “out 
there” somewhere in my body, unde- 
tected. I have had three of six treat- 
ments and I am doing very well with 
them. Sometimes I feel tired, or a lit- 
tle sick, but I am working full time 
with the exception of the day I 
receive chemotherapy, which is once 
every three weeks. I usually am feel- 
ing upbeat and grateful to be alive. 
Sometimes I am discouraged because 
I get tired and can’t always keep up 


with my before-cancer pace. 

For me, the most frightening time 
was during diagnosis, the first three 
or four weeks when I was going 
through tests and surgery, several 
surgeries. During that time I thought 
cancer would soon kill me so | was 
usually frightened. When a well- 
meaning person would tell me what 
to do, or what I should be feeling, or 
somehow imply he or she knew what 
I was going through, it didn’t help. It 
hurt. It took away from what | was 
feeling, which was very real. 

A good thing to say during this 
time would be whatever the cancer 
patient is saying. If 1 said, “I am wor- 
ried because I don't know which 
treatment to choose,” you could say, 
“It must be hard not to know what to 
do. Is there any way I could help? 
Could I do some research for you?” 

If I said, “I’m furious I have to deal 
with this,” you could say, “It’s so 
unfair you have to have cancer.” 

Sounds simple, almost simpleton, 
right? Do it. It’s what the person 
needs. Listen to the patient. Say what 
she says. 

When I was in the hospital once 
and feeling terrible, my best friend, 
Robin, came one morning to visit. I 
told her how terrible I felt. She lis- 
tened. Then while I slept, she 
answered my phone, telling callers I 
couldn’t speak at the moment, and 


could she take a message? When she 
wasn’t answering the phone, she was 
reading a book, so I didn’t feel like | 
had to talk with her, but I knew she 
was there. That was comforting. 

People who have offered to cook 
meals have helped a lot. It means | 
can spend more quality time with my 
husband, time that otherwise would 
be spent cutting up vegetables, gro- 
cery shopping or fretting about fix- 
ing dinner. You have just so much 
energy when you're fighting cancer. 
It's good when you can spend it on 
the things that count most: being 
with your family and friends and 
doing the things that make you feel 
like life does go on, including going 
to work, 

Offering specific help is good. If 
someone says, “What can I do for 
you?” it’s a bit overwhelming and 
sometimes difficult to think of an 
answer. I do, however, know some 
people who have kept a list near the 
phone of things that need doing, and 
they are brave enough to read the 
next item on the list to the person 
offering help. I found that difficult. 

If a person said, “I am going to the 
grocery store today. Can I bring you 
something?” that was very helpful. 
That way I felt more like I wasn’t 
making that person go out of his 
way,

speech written by Rear Admiral James 
Prout III and delivered by Admiral Thomas 
Marfiak during Monday's Memorial Day 
ceremonies, Adm. Prout was to be the speak- 
er Monday, but died in a plane crash last 
week, Adm. Marfiak, a friend of Adm. 
Prout’s, delivered the speech in his stead. 


Adm, Marfiak: Mayor, city leaders, mem- 
bers of the Prout family, ladies and gentle 
men, Memorial Day is the beginning of 
summer, School is almost over. We break 
out the backyard cookers, put the boat in 
the water and begin to look for our swim- 


suits; gardeners look forward to a series of 


blooms and hope for a good crop of toma- 
toes. But we pause here today to remember 
the real reason for this special day; today 
we commemorate our fallen, and honor 
those who served the cause of freedom at 
home and abroad, They are our heroes. 

Thank you for coming out today to 
remember the men and women who have 
served the United States of America. For 
many, they gave the last full measure of 
devotion. Because of them, we live in a 
great country, a nation that represents a 
bright beacon of freedom across the oceans 
of the world. 

It is a great privilege to stand here today 
but it is one | would have gladly forgone. As 
a child, I too marched in Memorial Day 
parades in Connecticut. | never thought 
that one day would find me in another 
town, much like my own, speaking on the 
issue of patriotism and our special heroes. 
You must know that I asked to come here 
today because one of my own heroes has 
just joined up in heaven 

Rear Admiral Jay Prout was my closest 
friend, We had discussed his trip, his rea 
and genuine excitement at coming home 
again (He had such an infectious grin), Anc 
so, in a way, he has ~ because this speech is 
his - every word of it. As a good naval offi 
cer must, he had written it out before 
departing on what proved to be his fina 
mission. When you hear his words, think 
about the continuity of service and sacrifice 
they represent. Having seen 
Andover, flags flying in the late afternoon 
light, | can see from whence he derived his 
deep and abiding patriotism

Adm. Prout’s speech: Mr. Doherty, thank 
you. 

Mr. Lewis, members of the Patriotic Hol 
iday Committee, thank you for inviting me 
to speak today 

Veterans, most especially World War II 
veterans in this 50th anniversary year of 
your sacrifice and victory; family members 
of veterans, most especially those related to 
soldiers, sailors, marines, airmen or 


merchant mariners who gave up their lives 
in the service of our country; fellow towns- 
men; this sailor is humbled by the privi- 
lege of returning to my hometown, to 
speak on your behalf, in honoring the 
memory of the heroes of my youth, and the 
inspiration for my military service, our 
beloved war dead. 

The commemorations earlier this month 
of the 50th anniversary of Victory in 
Europe, and the 50th anniversary Victory of 
Japan commemoration ceremonies sched- 
uled for Pearl Harbor the first week in 
September, have brought this Memorial 
Day into sharper focus than has been the 
case in recent years. 

This will not be the last time these World 
War II veterans muster to salute their fallen 
comrades.

As with most 
couples in those circumstances, their hope, 
pride, and ambition was wrapped up in 
their children, 

By the time I was born in January 1944, 
their oldest daughter, my godmother, Aunt 
Margaret, had finished secretarial school, 
gone to Washington to work in the war 
effort and met and married a Navy Chief 
Petty Officer who had survived the sinking 
of the battleship Oklahoma, which had cap 
sized at Pear] Harbor. My mother, the sec-

ried her high school sweetheart, when my 
dad got temporary respite from North 
Atlantic convoy duty for his mother’s funer- 
al. 

Fifty years ago today both Dad and Uncle 
Keith were serving in the Western Pacific, 
Mom and Aunt Margaret were back living 
with thei parents, and the house in Bel- 
mont proudly displayed a gold star in the 
window at the foot of the staircase. The fam- 
ily’s pride and joy, my Uncle Paul — class 
secretary of the Belmont High School class 
of 1943, top student, soccer team haltback, 
hockey captain and twice Greater Boston 
Interscholastic league all star defenseman, 
and the right-handed pitching star of the 
state high school and American Legion 
State baseball champions, a happy, hand- 
some boy, a beloved son, brother, brother- 
in-law, classmate and friend — had been 
killed by German mortar fire in the 
Ardennes in December 1944. 

I was, of course, too young to be immedi- 
ately aware of the tragedy that had befallen 
the family, where I reigned supreme as the 
first grandchild. But, I was there when the 
dreaded telegram was delivered, when the 
simple, eloquently kind letter came from 
Paul's company commander, when the ship 
returning his body from the American 
Cemetery in Belgium docked in New York, 
when the family held his wake in the living 
room, when he was reburied in the Belmont 
town cemetery. | was there on many a Sun- 
day when my grandparents had friends or 
family drive them out to care for the grave, 
plant fresh flowers and say a prayer. | was 
there when high school teammates came 
calling to the house where they had known 
only laughter and hope for the future, and 
now could only remember, offer consola- 
tion, and speculate about what might have 
been. 

I was there for the memorial Masses at 
St. Joseph's Church. | was there when the 
town of Belmont dedicated the new Belmont 
High School field house in Paul's name; and 
I was there with my grandparents for many 
a Memorial Day ceremony such as this 

I was there when my grandfather loving 
ly pasted mementos of these events in a 
scrapbook, when my grandmother opened 
the drawer in her dresser and sighed as she 
fingered the baseball uniforms, the Ameri 
can Legion Drum and Bugle Corps cap, and 
the high school graduation watch they had 
saved so long to buy. And I was there when 
my grandparents kissed me goodbye with 
looks of speechless longing, as I left for my 
own combat tour in 1968. 

I have personalized this memorial, not to 
single out one soldier, who wasn’t from 
Andover, but to lead us all away from the 
tone which these ceremonies occasionally 
take on the collective, all-too easily 
mechanical, “thanks for dying for us, whoev 
er you are” tip of our hat to a nameless, face- 
less group who died in some long-ago war. 

Each of Andover's 60 killed in action, 


each of our severely wounded, every one of 


our Andover veterans’ comrades who suf- 
fered similar fates, earned their right to an 
individual personalized memorial | can 
only symbolize here today. 

I treasure the memory of my shipmates 
who died in combat. Not a week goes by that 
I don’t think of Bubba Brewton’s lopsided 
smile, miserable basketball skills, and quiet 
courage, and leadership by example; I think 
of picking up the remains of Bruce McFar- 
land’s lifeless body, just hours after we'd 
shared a root beer, of my last conversation 
with Jim Thames, Doug Vaughan, Dick Per- 
shing, Derrick Brooks and Vinny Lee. 

Not a day went by that my grandparents 
didn’t think of their son.

Our Andover veterans and other 
Andover families harbor and nurture equal- 
ly vivid personal memories. For them, our

More facts on 
Poor Street condo 


Editor, Townsman: 

| would also like a chance to 
address the facts of the proposed 
Poor Street condominium devel- 


opment. Firstly, the residents of 


Andover should be made aware 
that this home (circa 1830) is the 
only remaining Frye Village 
(previous name of Shawsheen) 
home remaining. It was built by 


Joseph Poor, a member of one of 
families of 


the founding 
Andover, and was used during 
the Civil War in the underground 
railroad. | am skeptical that this 
165-year-old farm house will sur- 
vive the blasting required to 
build this project. 

It has been stated the develop- 
ment meets “current building 
laws” including height restric 
tion, which is 35 feet. Please be 
aware, however, that the lot is 
approximately five feet higher 
than street level and closer to 10 
feet higher in some areas. Con- 
ceivably, when the trees are not 
in bloom, this structure will be 
visible from Shawsheenw Square. 
It will be taller than any of the 
other homes in the neighbor- 
hood. 

The design of the structure 
was also discussed as “compati 
ble” with the existing neighbor- 
hood. This statement is the single 
opinion of the owners and the 
developers, Fortunately, it was 
not the opinion of the Planning 
Board or the overwhelming 
turnout of Andover residents. 

The project has been described 
as being between a condo devel- 
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opment and a rented duplex 
home. These statements are 
hardly an accurate descrip- 
tion of the neighborhood. 
The “condo development” is 
comprised of free standing, 
luxury town houses, set back 
from the road, not visible 
from the street and beautiful- 
ly landscaped. The “duplex 
home” is a beautiful brick 
home which looks like a sin- 
gle family residence and is 
consistent with other homes 
in the neighborhood in terms 
architecture, detail and age. 


The owners are in a state of 


transition and until very 
recently were living in the 
home. 

The land was rezoned from 
single residence to apartment 
in 1984 at Town Meeting. His- 
torically, and as noted by the 
Planning Board in 1984, the 
north side of Windsor Street 
has always served as the line 
between commercial and resi- 
dential housing. It is a myth 
to me why 66 Poor St. was 
rezoned along with Hunters 
Ridge and the Grasso proper- 


ty (farmhouse next to the 
pond) since it is clearly north 
of the line. There are no zon- 
ing laws stopping the devel- 
opment from turning into all 
rental units. The land should 
be rezoned to single resi- 


dence. To allow this type of 


development further north 
will open the floodgate to 
more extensive development 
all through the neighbor- 
hood, 

Let’s call this project what 
it is — an apartment building, 
clearly visible from the 
street, 35-plus (feet) high, 
right in the heart of brick 
Shawsheen. As someone who 
grew up in Shawsheen | am 
adamantly opposed to any 
development of this kind.

“Our Massachusetts kids gave it all they 
had, hanging in with the top gymnasts in 
the country.

Nicholson added a 7.9 score on the paral- 
lel bars, while Bob Ellis just missed qualify- 
ing for the finals in vaulting with an 8.5, 
scored 7.9 in floor exercise and 7.6 on rings. 

Barry Dubois competed on pommel 
horse and scored a 5.9. 

Both Andover girls were bitten hard by 
the injury bug. 

All-Scholastic Irene Shui made the trip 
but was unable to compete because of a bad 
back. 

Marcie Lutsch suffered elbow and ankle 
injuries during the vaulting trials and was 
sidelined for the balance of the meet. 

Team Massachusetts finished third in a 
field of 16 women’s teams, while Mas- 
sachusetts was fourth in an eight-team 
men's field. 

Pre-meet figures on the number of ath- 
letes competing were inflated. 

“There are 43 states in the nation that 
have high school gymnastics,” explained 
Team Massachusetts women's co-head 
coach Tommy Thomson of Sudbury. “Most 
states were represented by at least one ath- 
lete, but there were only 24 full teams (16 
women’s, eight men’s). That translated to 
112 gymnasts including more than 60 young 
women.” 

Texas swept both teams titles. 


The Lone Star State’s women scored 
110.00 points to edge past second place Penn- 
sylvania (106.25) and third place Mas- 
sachusetts (105.775), 

The men’s division settled into a tight 
three-way struggle between champion 
Texas (164 points), second place New York 
(162.25) and third place Illinois (161), Mas- 
sachusaetts was a distant fourth at 135,05, 
just ahead of fifth place Nebraska (131). 

Taylor, in addition to his 9.0 on rings, 
scored 8.9 and reached the finals in yault- 
ing, had an 8.55 on parallel bars, 8.3 in floor 
exercise, 7.7 on high bar and 7.45 on pom- 
mel horse en route to his 49.90 all-around.

Team Massachusetts was No. 1 in the 
country in terms of support and organiza- 
tion. 

“We had the largest contingent (42 peo- 


ple),” said coach Thomson, “When one of 


our kids did something exceptional the 
applause and cheering was tremendous.” 

“Scotty (Nicholson) received a standing 
ovation from the whole crowd, not just our 
people, halfway through his rings routine,” 
said coach Sirois. “He wowwed ‘em. But he 
was so pumped up he ran out of gas near the 
end.” 

Bob Ellis hit all his vaults, and scored 
career highs in his events, but the competi- 
tion was extremely tough. 

“It's a caliber of competition our kids 
really haven't seen before, especially the 
ones that don't belong to club teams,” said 
Thomson, 

“It was an eye-opener, We.Saw some 


unbelievable stuff,” noted Sirois 

The athletes and their families, who paid 
their own way to the west coast, stayed at 
the Hyatt Regency in San Jose, a northern 
California community located in the heart 
of the Silicone Valley 

“The kids had the run of the place,” said 
coach Sirois. “There were a few barbecues 
and parties, and on the last day they had a 
social and pizza blast for the athletes.” 

“The facility itself (California Sports 
Center) was enormous and very impres- 
sive,” said coach Thomson. “There were 
multiple gym and pool areas for the kids.” 

Andover relatives making the trip with 
their offspring were Mr. and Mrs. Paul 
Nicholson, Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Ellis, Mr. 
and Mrs. Ven Shui, Amanda Lutsch and 
Marcie’s grandmother Priscilla Hood, and 
Barry Dubois’ dad. 

The competition was held over two days, 
Friday and Saturday. 

Half the Andover crew returned on Sun- 
day, while the other half remained an extra 
day and flew home on Monday 

“I’m just sorry that it’s over. I’m going to 
miss the kids,” noted coach Sirois. 

“We're going to have a reunion some 
time in July at (Newton North coach) Dave 
Simkins’ house, but after that everyone will 
head their separate ways.
